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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office Action is in response to the patent application No. 09/91 6,251 , filed 
on July 30, 2001. 



2. The present patent application claims priority from Provisional application No. 
60/231 ,842, filed on September 2000. 

Status of the claims 

3. The pending claims 1-1 1 are examined as follows: 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 5-1 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only, 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the 
merits. 



Priority 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the application window" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



6. Claims 1-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, and the Claim Objections, set forth 
in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

The present invention relates generally to transmitting information over computer 
networks. Similar to the present invention, Bose et al generally relates to Internet based 
messaging system. Particularly, Boss is directed in building a lightweight, real time 
messaging system between web servers and web browsers (Bose, [0038]). 

As illustrated in Fig. 2, and elsewhere (in all the Figs.), and as describes in 
paragraph ([0074] and [0034]-[0044]), Boss discloses a method for transmitting or 
downloading (bringing new data) to a web page displayed. The method includes 
displaying a web page in the application window, or the browser window. If the client 
does not initiate a request within some timeout period, the connection may be torn-down 
(no active connection) (paragraph [0035]). The method also includes transmitting, to a 
server, an HTTP request (see Abstract, paragraphs [0036], [0070]). The method also

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includes receiving, from said server, an HTTP response associated with said HTTP 
request (see paragraphs [0036], [0041]). The method further includes the transmitting 
and receiving actions do not utilize Web browser plug-in, Java Applet, or ActiveX 
technology (see paragraphs [0038]). 

Furthermore, Bose discloses an alternative method of providing information, that 
is, the actual web page may be provided to the user in the Eventdata message, rather 
than the URL ([0102]). But Boss falls short to describe that during providing of the actual 
web page to the client that the URL of the web page would not be recorded in the 
browser's history list, or to put it in the claim language, Bose fails to disclose the 
transmitting and receiving actions do not add a Universal Resource Locator (URL) to 
said application's history list
